The issue is that the 
entrance to our Green 
Flag park is an absurd 
place to erect a 41ft high 
steel pole with 
associated 6ft high 
electronic cabinets.

the railway line because 
“this location would 
have a detrimental effect 
on the character and 
appearance of the 
area ”? 

The logical 
conclusion from this 
statement is their 
proposed location at the 
entrance to an extremely 
popular and attractive 
park within a 
conservation area, is not 
as detrimental.

‘We don’t need 
electrification’ 


I N reply to 
Trevor Spill’s 
letter, headed 
‘Electrification 
needed NOW’, is he 
aware that the new 
class 800 trains 
have been running 
to Swansea and 
Carmarthen for a 
couple of months 
on driver training? 

These Hitachi IEP 
Units are bi-mode, 
which means they can 
run either from overhead 
electric power lines or 
on-board diesel 
engines - ie four traction 
motors per unit. 

Also he may not be 


aware of the excessive 
costs of lifting bridges 
which cross the lines to 
make room for the 
catenary (overhead 
wires) which feed 
electric power to the 
train - as well as the 
cost of rebuilding all the 
road and footbridges. 
Some along the Cardiff 
to Swansea line would 
need to be closed for 
months. The road bridge 
at Severn Tunnel 
Junction, for instance, 
took three months to 
replace. 

We have the new

CLOUD OVER BARRY 
ISLAND’S FUTURE... 


H earing the news 
of an unidentified 
toxic cloud rolling 
over Birling Gap near 
Eastbourne in Sussex at 
the weekend, I couldn’t 
help thinking of the effect 
that such a phenomenon 
would have, should one be 
released from the Barry 
Incinerator. 

No-one knows what caused the 
Sussex cloud at the moment, and 
chances are that the toxic 
chemicals that affected tourists 
would be different to any emitted 
from the Barry incinerator, but 
the effect could be the same. 
Barry Island benefits from 


thousands of day-trippers visiting 
in coaches from Birmingham and 
the Midlands. It is all too easy for 
day-trippers to go to Weston- 
Super-Mare, rather than come to 
us here in Barry - thus losing 
trade and jobs in our town, which 
is already the poorest town in the 
Vale, according to its own council 
statistics. 

Those responsible for blighting 
our town with the incinerator - 
none of whom as yet has come 
forward to educate me on the 
plant’s benefits, as I requested in 
my last letter to The GEM - 
should ask themselves whether 
they would revisit a beach with 
their families where they had 
experienced being treated for 
exposure to a toxic mist? 


I wouldn’t, and neither would I 
buy one of the 2,000 new homes 
being built just a few hundred 
metres from the incinerator. 

In fact, to be honest I wouldn’t 
live there if you gave me one of 
the houses; and if I’m not alone 
in that feeling, then surely this 
too will have a knock-on effect 
for Barry’s regeneration? 

Our only hope is that Natural 
Resource Wales see sense and 
refuse a licence for this thing to 
operate. 

At least then some jobs can be 
created, as the thing is 
dismantled, taken away, and 
normality returns to our town.

Rotary update 
on Uganda 
water project 


COWBRIDGE 
Rotary Club 

welcomed Dr 

Maureen Mapp to 
hear about the 
‘Water to Schools’ 
project that the club 
has been involved 
with for the past 
couple of years. 

The project involves 
funding piped water to 
schools that have relied 
on girls carrying water to 
the schools for cooking, 
drinking and personal 
hygiene. 

Tororo District, 
Uganda, where we had 
been helping out, is a 
large area of land with a 
population of 517,000 
people but it’s relatively 
poor in economic terms. 

There are 203 primary 
schools in Tororo 
District. The rural-based 
schools don’t have 
running water and rely 
on the girl students to get 
their daily water supply 
from the nearest source. 

If the school’s need is 
a daily 10,000 litres, the 
girls have to go and fetch 
it. Boys don’t fetch water 
in this society. 

The source might be 
several miles away, 
uphill and down dale; 
and that means a primary 
schoolgirl is walking 
back from there with 
often a 20-litre jerry can 
of water balanced on her 
head. The subsistence 
farmers there are 


generally happy, but life 
is fairly hard at the best 
of times. Electricity and 
piped water are luxuries 
rarely found in their 
homes. 

In those schools where 
Cowbridge and Meissen 
Rotary clubs (assisted by 
‘Vale for Africa’) have 
helped to get piped water, 
there has been a big 
impact in improved 
education, together with 
the spin-off of better 
sanitation with fewer 
instances of water-borne 
diseases and less 
chiggers (a nasty, painful 
complaint where a 
maggot buries under the 
toenails). The children 
now have safe drinking 
water and some schools 
can now start to provide 
school meals. 

The project continues, 
and - hopefully - more 
schools will be provided 
with water in the coming 
year. 

Dr Mapp presented a 
very business-like case, 
showing what the clubs 
had achieved, how it had 
impacted on those 
involved - over 8,000 
staff and pupils have 
benefited - and what the 
future might bring - 
despite such variables 
such as currency 
fluctuations and 

increased labour costs.

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Life sentence for brutal murder 


A BRUTAL killer who 
bludgeoned a man to death in a 
flat in Edinburgh’s New Town 
before dismissing his victim as 
“an idiot”, was jailed for life on 
Thursday, August 24. 

Kieran Davies, from Barry, was 
ordered to serve at least 19 years in 
prison, before he becomes eligible to 
seek release on parole following the 
“relentless” fatal attack on another 
man from Barry, Ashley Hawkins. 

A judge told Davies at the High 
Court in Edinburgh: “You have been 
convicted on the clearest evidence of a 
particularly brutal murder.” 

Lord Boyd of Duncansby said: “You 
continue to deny your guilt and you 
have shown little remorse.” 

The judge acknowledged that 
Davies (28) had had a difficult 
upbringing and told him: “You have 
not had the chances in life that may 
have set you a different path.” 

But Lord Boyd told him: “None of 
that excuses or mitigates the dreadful 
nature of this offence.” 

Davies assaulted his victim with a 
hammer and a metal bar during the 
murder at a flat in Scotland Street, 
Edinburgh, on December 2 last year. 


The court heard that he and Mr 
Hawkins had arrived in the city from 
Wales as friends, but before the fatal 
attack, the victim had revealed that 
Davies had put a knife to his throat. 

Davies denied murdering Mr 
Hawkins. 

The final stage of the trial took place 
in the defendant’s absence as Lord 
Boyd told jurors: “Murder cases are 
always difficult. They are emotionally 
draining for everybody involved in it.” 

Police who were called to the 
second-floor flat at 7, Scotland Street 
and forced entry found Mr Hawkins 
(32) of Barry dead with catastrophic 
head injuries. 

Unemployed Davies was the only 
other occupant of the locked property 
and was found topless, wearing 
jogging bottoms and trainers 
extensively stained with the dead 
man’s blood. 

A Reebok top, which Davies had 
earlier been seen wearing, was found 
in a washing machine, with the 
victim’s blood. 

The court heard that Mr Hawkins 
had suffered at least 24 blows to the 
head, and a heavy metal pole and 
broken hammer recovered from the flat 
could have been used as weapons in 


the fatal attack. 

Davies also repeatedly stamped and 
kicked him on the head and body. 

Police were alerted to the incident in 
the early hours of the morning after 
neighbours heard banging and 
shouting coming from the flat. One 
teenager was aware of 15 to 20 bangs 
and screaming which had stopped by 
the end of the disturbance. 

The witness was confident that no 
one left the premises from the end of 
the banging until the arrival of officers. 

Police found the front door of the 
flat was locked, and entry was forced, 
and an attempt was made to resuscitate 
the victim. 

Prosecutor David Taylor told jurors: 
“When police came into that locked 
flat, there were two people there: one 
alive, covered in blood and one dead, 
violently murdered. There is no 
mystery in this case.” 

Mr Taylor said that blood staining in 
the flat fitted in with the victim being 
pursued from the living room into the 
hall of the flat. 

He said Davies and Mr Hawkins had 
come to Edinburgh from Wales “as 
best of friends”, but added there was 
evidence that had changed and there 
was friction between them. 


He said that appeared to have 
reached a climax in the earlier incident, 
when Davies menaced his victim with 
a knife. 

Davies told police that he had taken 
Valium and claimed that he also had a 
needle of heroin and ecstasy. A blood 
test later proved negative for ecstasy 
and opiate drugs, but gave an 
indication that he had taken diazepam 
and cannabis. 

During a hostile interview with 
detectives Davies claimed he was 
unconscious and did not know what 
had happened. He told police: “Ashley, 
I can’t even stand the guy.” 

He called him “a ******* idiot” and 
added: “I just really don’t like the kid.” 

Defence counsel Keith Stewart QC, 
for Davies, said: “He maintains his 
position that he does not remember 
anything that happened in the flat.” 

He asked the judge to deal with 
Davies on the basis that the murder 
was not a premeditated crime.

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‘Development will put even more 
pressure on local transport system’ 


Welsh Government 
is urged to rein 
in plans for 460 
new houses in Vale 



PLANS to build 460 houses on 
land just off the A4119 will put 
even greater pressures on 
transport infrastructure in the 
Vale, says South Wales Central 
regional AM Andrew RT 
Davies. 

A planning application has been 
submitted for the Cefn Yr Hendy 
development on land between Miskin, 
Talbot Green and Mwyndy. 

“It also has the potential to create 
problems for villages in the rural Vale 
- including Hensol, Welsh St Donats 
and Pendoylan - as it will worsen 
existing capacity issues at Junction 34 
of the M4,” he argues. 

As well as submitting a formal 
objection to Rhondda Cynon Taf 
County Borough Council, the Welsh 
Tory leader has written to the Cabinet 
Secretary for Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths AM asking 
her to call in the planning application. 

He has cited particular issues of 
national significance, including the 


fact the application goes beyond the 
locality and will affect residents of the 
Vale and Cardiff too. 

“Residents of Pontyclun, Miskin 
and Talbot Green, have rightly 
expressed concerns about the 
proposed development at Cefn Yr 
Hendy, but the potential problems go 
far beyond these areas. 

“With the site so close to a Junction 
34, adding so many new houses will 
inevitably exacerbate existing capacity 
issues with the road infrastructure. 

“Vale residents using the junction 
will feel the effects of this, as will the 
village of Hensol, which is located 
close by. 

“I have, therefore, formally 
objected to the development, but there 
are also issues of national significance 
at stake. 

“So I’ve also written to the Cabinet 
Secretary and asked her to call in the 
application - and I hope she will do so 
to ensure these are not ignored.”

Councillor 
would vote 
against 
allowances 


A Barry town 
councillor has said 
he will vote against 
the introduction of 
councillors’ 
allowances, when 
the issue comes 
under discussion at 
a council meeting 
on Monday, 
September 4. 

The only councillors 
who have received 
allowances in the past 
have been the Mayor of 
Barry Town Council and 
the Deputy Mayor - in 
the last financial year, 
2016-17, that totalled 
£3,303. 

Councillors are due to 
discuss a report by the 
Independent 
Remuneration Panel 
Wales, which 
determines the 
allowances that can be 
paid to elected members 
of councils. 

It could mean 
councillors getting 
reimbursed for expenses 
involving things like 
travel and telephone 
calls. 


Dyfan councillor 
Vincent Bailey said: “I 
would vote against any 
moves to introduce 
allowances for town 
councillors. 

“I took this role on 
knowing full well that 
my time and travel 
would come out of my 
own pocket. 

“That money would 
be much better spent on 
local community 
groups, charities and 
supporting struggling 
small businesses. 

“What worries me, 
though, is the fact that 
these decisions can be 
taken by us at all. 

“It sends a pretty 
poor signal to residents 
when they can see 
politicians taking votes 
on their own pay.” 

Coun Bailey added: 
“Clearly, this is a matter 
for individual members. 
I hope that others will 
agree with me that this 
is not the best use of 
public money, and once 
again roundly reject 
proposals to introduce 
allowances.”

South Wales Central 
regional AM, Andrew RT 
Davies, said: “As we 
mark the centenary of the 
First World War, it is 
vital we never forget the 
sacrifice made by those 
who fought to secure the 
freedoms and values we 


often take for granted. 

“The Weeping 

Window is a poignant 
symbol that represents 
the scale of loss, and 
really brings home the 
fact that so many gave 
their lives. 

“Just like the Field of 
Poppies at the Tower of 
London - it does a far 
better job demonstrating 
the sacrifice made than 
words alone can do. 

“We are very fortunate 
to have it right here on 
our doorstep. It will be 
on display until 
September 24, so I’d 
urge Vale residents to 
take the opportunity to 
appreciate it for 
themselves between now 
and then.”

Vale AM updates

NRW directly to advise when it can 
expect to receive comments (which 
should be as soon as possible).” 

Ms Hutt has now updated the local 
protest group, DIAG, about this 
response.

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Soderbergh’s big screen 
return Is not so Lucky 
in flat heist film... 


I S retirement all 
it’s cracked up 
to be? Not if 
you’re Steven 
Soderbergh; 
having announced 
his retirement from 
directing after 
Behind The 
Candelabra , 
Soderbergh 
softened his stance 
by helming all the 
episodes of TV 
series The Knick , 
before announcing 
his return to the 
(cinematic) fray 
with Logan Lucky. 

It stars Channing 
Tatum and Adam 
Driver as Jimmy and 
Clyde Logan, brothers 
who are renowned for 
their poor luck. When 
Jimmy is fired from his 
job, the pair turn to 
crime, specifically a 
heist at a NASCAR 
event. 

Using the services of 
explosives expert Joe 
Bang (Daniel Craig), 
having broken him out 
of prison, the trio 
attempt to pull off the 
heist. However, their 
actions draw the 
attention of an FBI 
agent (Hilary Swank) 
who is determined to 
catch them... 

Given his body of 
work and the cast 
assembled for his long- 
awaited return to the 
big screen, Steven 
Soderbergh’s Logan 
Lucky should be firing 
on all cylinders, a film 
riffing on Soderbergh’s 
blockbuster territory of 


the Oceans films, while 
also carrying the 
quirkiness that has 
pervaded all his work. 

Unfortunately, while 
Logan Lucky has its 
moments, it’s a film too 
underdeveloped to 
impress, a shaggy dog 
story where the story 
just doesn’t carry the 
requisite amount of 
charm to connect, and 
while Soderbergh gives 
the film a shot of 
energy, it’s just not 
enough. 

The film’s 

background is probably 
more captivating than 
the film itself in many 
ways. The credited 
scriptwriter, Rebecca 
Blunt, doesn’t actually 
exist, with rumours 
hinting that it could 
actually be Soderbergh 
himself, his wife, or 
several other people. 

Whoever the real 
writer is, they should 
have done a better job 
than what has made it 
to screen. 

What should be a 
straightforward heist 
flick is sidetracked with 
odd subplots involving 
NASCAR drivers and 
their sponsors (a 
bemused Sebastian Stan 
and a grating Seth 
McFarlane, getting to 
grips with an atrocious 
moustache and an even 
more atrocious 
hairpiece), the 
ramifications of the 
heist itself and a prison 
where the warden 
refuses to acknowledge 
even the smallest 
problem. 

But what it doesn’t 
do is provide our

characters with any 
great level of motiv¬ 
ation for what it is 
they’re doing. Yes, 
they’re down on their 
luck - the kind of 
characters films like 
these love to utilise, but 
we never get a sense of 
the greater picture or 
what they intend to do 
with their ill-gotten 
gains. 

They’re anti-heroes, 
but without a 
redeeming reason for us 
to root for them. 
Instead, the film just 
hopes that we find them 
amusing enough that 
we can connect with 
them.

right thing and turning 
to crime to achieve it. 
Adam Driver, as his 
brother, is equally solid, 
working on the heist at 
ground level while 
Tatum’s character 
worries about the finer 
details. 

The ace in the pack 
comes from Daniel 
Craig, as explosives 
expert Joe Bang; 
bleached blonde hair, 
southern accent, he’s as 
far away from his usual 
screen persona as he’s 
ever been, and while 
his turn may not have 
much depth, it does 
provide much of the 
entertainment. 

Indeed, the heist 
portion of the film 
smacks of Soderbergh’s 
effortlessly cool and 
clinical editing work, 
wonderfully constructed 
as he slowly and surely 
eases up the tension. 

But the aftermath is a 
damp squib, spinning 
off somewhere less 
expected and a little 
baffling, attempting to 
throw a spanner into the 
lives of those involved, 
but failing to land. 

Hilary Swank’s 


dogged FBI agent is 
essentially a cameo, 
and a lacklustre one at 
that. 

It makes sense that 
Soderbergh would want 
to subvert his most 
commercially 
successful work and try 
not to raise the ghosts 
of the Oceans franchise; 
but Logan Lucky lacks 
that wow factor, feeling 
like a 2017 redux 
featuring ‘simple- 
minded folk’ rather than 
career criminals. 

It could have been 
something truly special; 
instead, it’s something 
truly underwhelming. 

VERDICT: 

Reasonably entertaining 
before the final third 
becomes a damp squib, 
Logan Lucky is a flat 
return to the big screen 
for Steven Soderbergh. 

The cast are decent, 
the direction strong, but 
the story just doesn’t 
cut the mustard and 
needed sharper writing 
to really click into gear. 
Average.

I also explained that 
the head set I had to wear 
as a switchboard operator 
had never sat 
comfortably over the 
hearing aids and I got 
repeated feedback which 
gave me a lot of trouble 
with calls.

Beach rescue comes with 


a warning: RNLI lifeguard 
cover ends in September 


A teenager struggling to keep his 
head above water in the sea off 
Ogmore beach was rescued by an 
RNLI lifeguard last Sunday 
(August 27). 

The three boys got into difficulty at 
about 5pm when they stepped off a 
sandbank about 40 metres out from the 
beach and suddenly found themselves 
out of their depth in deep water. 

RNLI lifeguards heard the boys, who 
were between 50m and 100m to the right 
of the red and yellow flagged safe 
swimming area, calling for help. 

An RNLI spokesman said: “Lifeguard 
Dave Allen had just returned back to 
shore on a surf rescue board after a 
routine safety inspection of a kayak and 
immediately rushed to the struggling 
boys. 

“All three boys were out of their 
depth, but it was clear the boy furthest 
away from the beach was in most 
difficulty. He was exhausted, panicking 
and by the time Dave reached him his 
head was beginning to go under the 
water. 

“Dave managed to get the casualty to 
hold onto the surf rescue board and them 
pulled him onto the board and paddled 
him back towards the shore. The boy was 
conscious but exhausted and 
unresponsive and when he returned to 
the beach was too tired to walk. Dave 
assisted him away from the waterline and 
treated him for shock. 

“The RNLI lifeguard service on 
Ogmore beach was supported by 
volunteers from Penybont SLSC over the 
busy Bank Holiday weekend and club 
member Steve Parker had spotted the 
danger and came to assist. 


“While Dave was treating the first boy 
on the beach Steve swam out to the other 
two with a rescue tube. One of them had 
managed to get back onto the sandbank, 
so Steve swam to the other and brought 
him back to the shallower water of the 
sandbank, before returning them both to 
the beach. 

“An ambulance had been called and 
during routine condition assessments on 
the beach all three boys said they had 
swallowed water so lifeguards 
recommended they go to hospital with 
paramedics.” 

Llantwit Major Coastguard Rescue 
Team members were also on scene. 

RNLI lifeguard supervisor Ross 
Gribble said: “This incident proves how 
unpredictable the sea can be. One minute 
the boys were happily playing in their 
depth and the next they were panicking 
and struggling to stay afloat in deep 
water. 

“The swift actions of our lifeguards 
and Penybont SLSC members ensured a 
good outcome for the three teenagers and 
we would also like to thank Penybont 
SLSC for their support throughout the 
summer.” 

The RNLI’s seasonal lifeguard service 
at four Vale of Glamorgan beaches - 
Ogmore beach, Whitmore Bay on Barry 
Island, Llanwtit Major beach and 
Southemdown - as well as Coney beach 
and Pink Bay in Porthcawl, will end on 
Sunday (September 3). 

RNLI lifeguards will continue to 
patrol daily on Trecco Bay and on 
weekends at Rest Bay between 10am and 
6pm throughout September. 

Ross added: “I would like to thank all 
the lifeguards who once again provided a 
first class safety service on the beaches 


this summer. They have shown 
commitment and dedication to both their 
ongoing training and their work on the 
beaches. 

“After Sunday there will be no red and 
yellow flags flying at the majority of the 
beaches in the area, which means there’s 
no lifeguard service operating. 

“People visiting the beaches after this 
can help keep themselves safe by taking 
note of the safety signage at the entrance 
to the beach, going with a friend or 
telling someone on the shore where they 
are going, and always being aware of the 
conditions and their own capabilities in 
the water. 

“Autumn sees big spring tides and 
bigger swells around the coast. People 
walking on the coast should always 
check the tide times before setting out 
and carry a means of communication. 

“The bigger swells mean more 
unpredictable rip currents in the water, 
which are strong currents of water 
running out to sea that can quickly drag 
you out beyond your depth. 

“If you get caught in a rip, don’t 
panic, and don’t try to swim against it or 
you’ll get exhausted. If you can stand, 
wade, don’t swim. 

“If you’re out of your depth and 
getting tired, try to relax and float for a 
short time to regain control of your 
breathing. Then, if you can, swim 
parallel to the shore until free of the rip 
and then head for shore, raise your hand 
and shout for help. 

“The RNLI’s advice is not to enter the 
water if you see someone in trouble but 
rather to call 999 and ask for the 
coastguard.”

Government is currently 
holding a consultation on 
the plans: taking forward 
Wales’ sustainable 
management of natural 
resources. 

It closes on September 
30 and Mr Davies 
encouraged as many 
people as possible to take 
part. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Open access land brings 
many new opportunities, 
but the balance must be 
struck between safety 
and enjoyment.

Wales well 
below the average for 
the UK, our education 
system not producing 
results to put us in the 
top tier, as compared 
to other education 
systems in Europe, the 
increasing demands 
on our health service 
allied with our 
ridiculously ever- 
expanding public 
sector (didn’t the 
Labour Party promise 
prior to the last 
Assembly elections 
that if they were 
returned to office, the 
number of local 
authorities and health 
boards would be 
reduced?) the fact that 
our First Minister has 
the time to fly to 
Edinburgh to discuss 
Brexit clearly shows 
where his true priority 
lies. 

His claim that he is not 
intending to ‘thwart’ the 
exit process rings hollow 
when the First Minister 
in Scotland has two 
primary objectives, full 
independence for Scot¬ 
land and for Scotland to 
remain a full member of 
the EU. 

It seems that our First 
Minister will travel 
anywhere to serve his 


own priority, as was 
evidenced by his visit to 
Chicago where he 
preached doom and 
gloom for the UK in 
general, and Wales in 
particular, following the 
referendum result and by 
his recent visit to 
Brussels, which can only 
be seen as mischief 
making. 

Our First Minister 
continues to ignore that 
the majority in Wales, 
including his own area of 
Bridgend, voted for the 
UK to exit the EU. In 
fact, more voted for this 
than voted for his party at 
the last Assembly 
election. 

People in Wales 

expect their elected 
representatives to respect 
the clearly-expressed 
wishes of the electorate 
which, with regard to the 
EU referendum, our First 
Minister is clearly 

refusing to do. 

It is time that our First 
Minister demonstrates a 
positive ‘can do’ 

approach to all the 
challenges we face, of 
which exiting the EU is 
only one. 

If he does not wish to 
do this then he should 
make way for some one 
prepared to do so.

IN racing, as in all 
things, there are 
stars. 

Then there are real 
stars. And then there's 
genius. George Fordham 
was a genius. And 
defining genius taxes 
conventional criteria. 

His talent was God 
given. This Victorian 
paragon rode the first of 
his 2587 winners, 
Hampton at Brighton on 

9 October 1851, aged 
14 and weighing barely 
four stone. 

Just four years later 
he was crowned 
champion jockey, the 
first of 14 titles (a total 
only exceeded by Sir 
Gordon Richards) that 
also saw him collect 16 
English classics plus a 
nickname embodying 
his devilish skills, ‘The 
Demon’. 

History, however, has 
not been kind to 
Fordham. The 
explanation is simple. 
Fate decreed his 
outstanding career be 
overshadowed by that 
bitter rival Fred Archer, 
a jockey deemed his 
inferior yet enormously 
successful and widely 
celebrated. 

Archer, whose 
nickname of 'The 
Tinman' derived from 
his insatiable pursuit of 
'tin',Victorian slang for 
money, was the polar 
opposite of 'The 
Demon'. 

Whereas Fordham 
was squat, rubicund and 
affable, Archer was 
pale, lanky and 
brooding. And if Archer 
rode like a man with the 
devil at his elbow, 
Fordham rode like a 
wizard with wand at the 
ready. 

Despite the inevitable 
loss of his turf war with 
his 20 years younger 
adversary prior to his 
retirement in 1884 

owing to ill-health, 
'The Demon' prevailed 
in countless skirmishes. 

His talents drove 
Archer to utter 
frustration - ‘The 
Demon' was the itch 
Archer couldn't scratch. 
Nowhere was this better 
demonstrated than in the 
'match' races 

that were a staple 
ingredient on Victorian 
race-cards. 


Fordham and Archer 
were invariably the 
jockeys of 

choice in these two- 
horse duels and they 
provided the perfect 
stage for Fordham's 
mastery of 'kidology'. 

Fordham had the art 
of feigning distress off 
to a tee. By inducing 
premature effort from 
an overconfident rival, 
it enabled him to catch 
them out with his famed 
last-ditch 'rush'. 

Archer was no 
exception, once hurling 
his saddle across the 
weighing room 
following humiliating 
defeat. 

Eventually Archer's 
fragile psyche and 
brittle constitution 
cracked; 'The Tinman’ 
shot himself. He was 
just 29 years old. 

Thus legends 
implanted in our 
sporting consciousness: 
books are written;laurels 
awarded; glorification 
ensues. 

Yet truth will out. 
Fordham was 
considered Archer's 
superior by the majority 
of contemporary 
jockeys, trainers, 
horsemen and scribes. 

But Fordham's death 
was far less Homeric. 
Consumption and 
alcohol abuse took its 
toll on the 50-year-old’s 
body in October 1887. 
Thus legends expunged; 
books are not written 
and laurels wither on 
the vine. 

The worth of any 
competitor is gauged by 
those he competes 
against, and the measure 
of George Fordham is 


the stature of the jockey 
deigned his inferior - 
sufficient testimony to 
acknowledge him as the 
finest flat jockey of the 
19th century and one to 
rank alongside Gordon 
Richards and Lester 
Piggott.

IT was a case of so near and yet so far for 
the Barry Athletic pair of Glyn Thomas 
and Martin Clarke at the 2017 Welsh 
national Championships at Llandrindod. 

Having comfortably seen off the challenge of Ely 
Valley’s Chris Ashman and Phil Robbins in the 
county final, hopes were high for the Barry duo to 
lift the title, won previously by Glyn and his former 
pairs partner Robert Horgan in 2003 and 2005. 

The performance and the results started well for 
the Barry pair at the finals in Llandrindod as they 
comfortably disposed of Pontrhydyfen’s Barrie 
Evans by 20 shots to 15 in the last 16, and that was 
quickly followed up with a match against a home 
club pairing skipped by Chris Martin in the quarter 
final. 

This was a more tense affair but with superb 
bowls from the two Athletic players as the match 
reached its climax, Glyn and Martin held their nerve 
to win a tight encounter by 20 shots to 19. 

A new day saw a semi-final against the 
Carmarthenshire pair of Mark Watkins and Jake 
Hancock, who had progressed with narrow victories 
over the Ferndale and Gilfach pairs. 

However Glyn and Martin were in no mood to 
miss the main event and powered through the semi 
to win by four shots, 23-19, to set up a final against 
top Welsh international Mark Wyatt and his partner 
Chris Doidge from Caerphilly, with the prize of 
qualification for the British finals in 2018 at stake. 

As with previous matches this was a tight 
encounter with Martin Clarke consistently laying 
good heads for Glyn to develop and it was only the 
skill and an occasional element of good fortune from 
skip Mark Wyatt that kept the game tight in the early 
exchanges. 

With the scores locked at 14 shots each on the 
18th end it was still all to play for but a series of 
brilliant shots from skip Wyatt effectively turned the 


game in favour of the Caerphilly duo. With the 
Barry pair holding four shots, Wyatt, with a deadly 
combination of running woods and draw shots, 
converted the head to score three shots, and 
provided an advantage that the Barry pair could not 
overcome. 

Needing three shots on the last end to take the 
match in to an extra end, and despite good bowls 
from lead Martin and skip Glyn, they could not 
muster enough and narrowly lost out in an epic 
encounter by two shots. 

A narrow defeat by 19 shots to 17 was not what 
the Barry pair and their travelling support had 
wanted but they had to concede defeat to the top 
class Caerphilly pairing who will now go on to 
represent Wales in the British Isles championships 
next year. 

The Barry pair can rue some missed chances but 
they will surely have caught the international 
selectors’ attention when the international trial 
teams are selected for the 2018 season, and the 
Barry club can also reflect in the success, and its 
ability to produce top class players that can 
continually compete at the highest level of Welsh 
bowls year after year. 

Returning to league action, the PG1 side were in 
search of points, but were up against Carruthers 
shield semi-finalists Ely Valley, who were also 
looking to assert themselves after their defeat at 
Llandrindod. 

With the weather set fair, the 4Wood green at 
Barry looking and running at its very best, this was 
all set up for a tight encounter. 

It was the visitors who established a small 
advantage first, with Paul Taylor racing in to a 8-1 
lead over Richard Bowen, and and John Applegate 
building a 10-2 advantage over Glyn Thomas, 
whose rink was finding the going tough. 

Dave Wright started well against the experienced

With three rinks well down it was left to Richard

Architect of the away win was skip Mike Jones, 
with Don Evans at his superlative best in the swan¬ 
song of his bowling career, who put together a 30-13 
win over the home team. 

The experienced Gareth Humphries also ground 
out a win by a single shot whilst Albert Mintern 
effectively turned the game with his 26-13 shots 
victory, scoring 13 shots without reply over the last 
five ends. 

So with one match to go and promotion already 
secured, the selectors will be ensuring that a strong 
competitive side is fielded for the final fixture 
against Cardiff Athletic to give the Barry Athletic 
PG2 team the best opportunity to be crowned 
champions. 

The opening day defeat at Cardiff now seems a 
long way off and the team has gone from strength to 
strength under the captaincy of Paul Webley and the 
experience of his players, and irrespective of the 
result, it will be remembered as a successful season 
for the club that restores them to the top division of 
the Private Greens 2 division.
